Brown after his capture, and from that 


time to his death was constantly at 


the side of the great reformer and 
rugged warrior. Before the cap- 
ture Mr. Donavin thought Brown 
an inhuman wretch, a fiend incar- 
nate, as did all inhabitants of the Old 
Dominion, but when he saw the old 
man's unflinching physical coarage and 
his unbending moral strength, and un- 
derstood how completely his whole being 
was taken up with the one idea .of 
universal liberty, this opinion 
changed to a feeling of the greatest 
reverence for and admiration of the 
hero of so many hand-to-band cob- 
* flicts. There has long been a tradition 
that, on his way to the scaffold, Brown 
stopped to kiss a colored child, and 
poets, painters and sculptors have 
made the incident the subject of 
their inspired labors. ~ Colonel 
Donavin, however, says the story is not 
true—there was not a colored man, 
woman nor child in Charlestown at tlie 
time of the execution, all the slaves 
having fied in foar and sorrow beyond 
the village, whence their wails and 
sobs were borne to their dying cham- 
pion at his last moment. 

Another interestmg fact in this con- 
nection is that Colonel Donavin taught 
the art of reading and writing to the 
only slave who joined the insurrection 
to which John Brownhad thought the 
menial population of the Old Dominion 
would flock. This slave belonged to 
Dona vin's uncle, with whom the nephew 
boarded when a youthful rustic peda- 
Rogue.
